GOLD  BI  THE  QUILL 

The  Aztecs  of  Mexico  had  a dif- 
ferent gold  exchange  than  that  of 
Europe  of  1525,  and  it  proved  it- 
self a satisfactory  and  clever 
method  of  buying  and  selling.  Gold 
transactions  of  those  items  in 
Aztec-land  were  measured  in  weight 
by  the  length  and  thickness  of  white 
quills  taken  from  gease. 

The  gold  deposited  within  was 
visible  to  the  Aztec  who  arranged 
their  accounts  according  to  quill 
size.  -Clarence  Fink 


In  considering  the  money  which 
circulated  in  the  early  days  in 
Canada,  the  first  worthy  of  mention 
if  that  very  fine  series  of  so- 
called  "Rosa  Americana"  coins  issued 
in  1772  in  the  reign  of  George  I. 
These  pieces  which  were  of  mixBd 
metal  or  alloy,  known  as  "Bath 
Metal"  consisted  of  the  values  or 
denominations  of  two-penny,  penny, 
and  half-penny.  They  were  struck  try 
William  Wood,  who  had  obtained  a 
fourteen  year  patent.  The  destiny 
of  these  coins  was  defined  in  an 
order  for  their  mintage  described 
as  "For  the  King's  Dominions  and 
Territories  in  Canada."  The  first 
mintage  consisted  of  about  three 
tons  of  metal  and  took  place  in 
1722;  on  these  an  obverse  head  of 
King  and  titles,  reverse  a rose  un- 
crowned, the  legend  above  it  read- 
ing "Rosa  Americana,"  to  which  was 
added  "Utile  Dulci"  on  a label.  In 
the  reign  of  George  II  in  1723  a 
two-penny  piece  of  similar  design 
was  issued. 

About  a century  elapsed  before 
the  issue  of  traders  and  bank  tokens 
took  place.  Some  of  these  pieces 
were  little  more  than  trader's  ad- 
vertisements rather  than  serving 
the  needs  of  trade.  Montreal  was 
one  of  the  most  go-ahead  towns,  and 
it  was  there  that  the  greatest  num- 
bers circulated.  The  first  pieces 
calling  for  mention  were  the 
Wellington  half-penny  tokens  circa 
1815 ; on  the  obverse  the  head  of 
Wellington  and  on  the  reverse  Mon- 
treal and  a ship.  A so-called 
"Commerce"  token  was  issued  in  Mon- 
treal by  Francis  Mullins  and  Son; 
and  others  by  "T.  S.  Brown  and  Co." 
and  "R.  Sharpley."  The  North-West 
Company's  token  of  1820  is  a very 
rare  piece;  on  the  obverse  is  a 
bust  of  George  III  and  on  the  re- 
verse a beaver;  a curious  feature 
of  this  token  is  that  it  is  nearly 
always  obtained  holed. 

The  Bank  of  Montreal  issued  many 
tokens  of  various  dies,  the  com- 
monest being  a front  view  of  the 
bank  in  half-penny  and  penny  deno- 
minations. In  I838  this  bank  or- 
dered from  England  a token,  sending 
over  a sketch  of  the  head  office  in 
Montreal  to  be  reproduced  on  the 
coins.  When  they  arrived,  however, 
it  was  found  that  the  mint  had  triec 
to  represent  the  building  in  per- 
spective, and  in  so  doing  had 
brought  the  chimneys  through  the 
roof  directly  above  the  windows  ! 
Although  the  coins  were  ordered  re- 
turned, a few  got  into  circulation. 
These  are  known  as  "side-views"  and 
are  today  very  valuable . It  was 
not  until  I81i2  that  this  bank  re- 
ceived their  "front-view"  tokens. 

The  Quebec  Bank  issued  pennies  in 


1837  and  1852,  with  value  also  in 
sous.  The  latter  type  being  very 
interesting,  showed  the  figure  of 
Commerce  seated  pointing  to  a ship 
on  the  River  St.  Lawrence;  other 
parts  of  the  reverse  design  being  a 
beehive,  fruit,  cereals,  and  a bea- 
ver, together  with  a view  of  the 
Citadel  of  Quebec. 

The  province  of  Ontario  offers 
collectors  a somewhat  early  variety 
of  half-penny  token  of  the  Copper 
Company  of  Upper  Canada  of  179h; 
the  type  of  reverse  is  a river-god 
reclining  against  an  urn  from  which 
water  flows,  the  legend  reading 
"Fertilatatem  Divitius  Que  Circum 
Ferremus."  The  Bank  of  Upper  Cana- 
da issued  what  are  known  as  "St. 
George  and  the  Dragon"  half-pence 
and  one  pence  in  1850-1857.  They 
were  minted  by  Heaton  & Co.,  Bir- 
mingham. 

In  Nova  Scotia  previous  to  1832, 
token  pieces  were  the  only  separate 
issues  of  the  colony.  One  of  these 
tokens  is  of  special  interest  re- 
cording an  important  event;  on  the 
obverse  is  a bust  of  Commander 
Broke,  the  legend  reading  "Broke, 
Halifax,  Nova  Scotia;"  on  the  re- 
verse are  ships  which  are  intended 
to  represent  the  Shannon  and  the 
Chesapeake.  It  will  be  remembered 
that  in  the  famous  sea  fight  be- 
tween the  two  vessels.  Broke  com- 
manded the  Shannon. 

From  1832  on  there  were  a number 
of  tokens  issued  in  pennies  and 
half-pennies;  those  of  the  most  com- 
mon varieties  having  on  the  obverse 
laureated  head  of  George  VI  and  on 
reverse  a large  Scotch  thistle  and 
legend  "One  Penny  Token."  A change 
took  place  in  the  type  of  1856, 
on  the  obverse  being  a diademed  bust 
of  Queen  Victoria,  on  the  reverse 
branches  of  hawthorn  leaves  and  may- 
flowers,  the  half-penny  being  simi- 
lar to  the  penny. 

A number  of  private  tradesmen 
tokens  were  issued  in  Nova  Scotia 
and  New  Brunswick  before  Confedera- 
tion, of  some  interest  to  collect- 
ors, A few  tokens  of  Prince  Edward 
Island  were  issued  and  generally 
are  of  plain  design  and  carrying 
slogans  such  as  "Success  to  the 
Fisheries,"  "Speed  the  Plough," 
Responsible  Government  and  Free 
Trade,"  and  etc.  Very  few  of  these 
early  Canadian  tokens  are  rare  and 
most  of  them  are  obtainable  in 
mint  condition.

DOUBLING  IN  BRASS 

When  the  Civil  War  broke  out  in 
1061,  one  of  the  uppermost  thoughts 
in  the  minds  of  most  of  the  older 
people  was  to  hoard  all  the  metal- 
lic money  they  could  get  their 
hands  on.  They  remembered  the 
"tough  era"  of  I83I*  to  181*1  when 
hard  times  prevailed  and  coins  were 
so  rare  as  to  be  almost  museum 
pieces,  and  then  commenced  to  grab 
up  all  available  half-dimes,  Indian 
Head  cents’,  -three-centers,  and  also 
the  quarters  and  half  dollars,  and 
hide  them  away  from  circulation. 
Into  butter  crocks,  mattresses, 
niches  in  unused  fireplaces,  and 
a hundred  and  one  similar  places

that  his  tokens  carried  no  statement 
of  value  or  promise  of  redemption, so 
the  railway  could  not  turn  them  into 
cash.  However,  over  95#  of  all  the 
tokens  were  readily  accepted  by  all, 
and  paid  their  stamped  value. 

In  1861*  the  token  vogue  came  to  a 
quick  and  final  end  when  Congress 
ruled  against  the  private  issue  of 
money,  and  thus  disappeared  the 
slogans  and  advertising  on  brass 
from  the  daily  American  scene.
